BLOODY MASSAUKE. 


Fonr Victims Suffer Death Outside 


the <»ato of Titn. 


Z \NZIBAB, Oct. 3.—Details of 
the 


massacre by the natives of the Germans 
at Vitu have reached this city. Fonr of 
the victims were put to death just out- 
side of the gate of Vitu. Three others, 
after a pursuit of several miles, were 
captured and were also immediately 
killed. Knntzell was the last man to 
meet 
death. 
Mensohel, 
who was 


wounded, managed to escape by con- 
cealing himself in the tall grass. When 
all this had been done the murderous 
natives went to Kuntzel's camp and 
completed their bloody work by killing 
the. camp guards and a planter named 
Dehenke." 
They then destroyed the 


German plantation. 


Permission to remove the bodies of 


the slain from the places where they 
fell and to inter them was refused, and 
they had to he left exposed to the Afri- 
can climate and the hunger of prowling 
beasts. The statement ia made that the 
men who lost their lives were, with the 
single exception of Kuntzel, inoffensive, 
industrious persons. 
It seems the men 


had been summoned to_his presence by 
the sultan who disarmed them on Sep- 
tember 14, the day preceeding the 
massacre, Kuntzel thereupon violently 
abused the sultan, who, becoming exas- 
peiated, determined to permit the wip- 
ing out of the entire party.

AT A STANDSTILL. 


Big Strike on the Illinois Central at 


Chicago. 


CHK-AI.O, Oct. 3.—The entire freight 


traffic in and out of Chicago 'on the 
Illinois Central road is blocked to-day 
by a strike of conductors and brakemen 
which occurred at midnight. All the 
passenger trains are still running, but 
the strikers are trying to get the pas- 
senger crews to join them and bring 
about a general tie up. 
The strike was 


caused by the discharge yesterday of 
about twenty freight conductors for no 
appaient reason other than because they 
had been active in inciting the employes 
to make demands. 


A conference lasting over a week was 


recently held between the officials of the 
company and a special union commis- 
sion, representing all the employes. A 
demand for higher pay all around was 
presented, but when the final settlement 
was reached, the men found themselves 
little, if any, better off than before the 
agitation for an increase was commenced. 


A committee of employes called upon 


General Superintendent Sullivan yes-^ 
terday afternoon to learn of the whole- 
sale removal of conductors, but that 
official 
became violently angry and 


turned the members of the committee 
out of his office. The men also became 
angry and made threats when they left, 
and as a consequence the superintend- 
ent's office has been furnished with 
police protection.

men were thrown out of work, though 
the strikers number but 150.

has known. In his remarks Mr. Bell did 
the genius simple justice. Mr. Slattery 
presented some practical results obtained 
from electricity one of them being that 
of cooking beefsteak. He bogged the in- 
dulgence of the audience for a few mo- 
ments as he had had only one rehearsal 
in the culinary art. He soon announced 
that tho steak was broiled aud to show 
the efficacy of his new system of cook- 
ing he passed bits of the delicious steak 
around. Later a cake was baked. The 
apparatus used on this occasion to il- 
lustrate the application of the electric 
current, consisted of a small compact 
apparatus, some eighteen inches in 
diameter, and the current was passed 
through coils of wire insulated by means 
of asbestos, which is well known as a 
non-combustible material, and also as a 
non-conductor, and the frying pan. or 
broiler (so to speak) is a moss of ordi- 
nary cast iron, which can bo polished 
and kept clean with a slight amount of 
trouble. 


Thus the evening passed away in in- 


teresting remarks, explanations and 
illustrations of what electricity will ac- 
com plish. It is safe to prophecy a won- 
derful revelation in its uses both for 
' 'light, heat and power," The Electric 
club is to be congratulated upon its first 
entertainment and it is to be hoped 
they will have more of them.

Secretary Johnson, of the board of 


state charities, says there are some de- 
fects iu the law relating to the committal 
of insane persons to tho hospital, which 
it is important to have corrected. An 
abuse which has arisen because of a lack 
of law, is the sending of alien lunatics 
to the hospitals. While the law pro- 
vides that only residents of Indiana 
shall bo cared for in tho state hospitals, 
it leaves open a loophole by which this 
provision may be and is violated. 


It has been found that justices of tho 


peace, through carelessness or a "hank- 
ering" for fees, sometimes hold insanity 
inquests on persons not residents of the 
state, but only temporarily within its 
bordets, and fill out their papers com- 
mitting them to the hospital so as to 
make it oppear that they are bona fide 
residents. 


The authorities of the hospitals, know- 


ing of this abuse, desired to take stops 
to prevent it, but the. attorney general 
held that the decisions of the justices 
who hold the inquests are final, and 
from them there is no appeal. In this 
way the hands of the authorities are tied, 
and the abuse goes on unchecked. Sev- 
eral strong cases of this nature have re- 
cently ocourrod. Another abuse is the 
holding of insanity inquests for the fees 
alone, where such proceedings are na- 
neoessary. This, too, frequently oocurs, 
always at heavy expense to the state. 


Another place in which the law seems 


weak, is in tho drawing of the cost of 
maintenance of patients owning property 
from their estates. The experience of 
tha trustees of the hospitals in collecting 
money from estates of patients has been 
discouraging. 
The attorney for tho 


board now has a case of this nature in 
hand, and will not abandon it until the 
legal questions involved are definitely 
settled for or against him.
